P R O F IT A B L E P R IC E . 


Company W ith That End In View O r­ 
ganized at Atlanta. 
Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 9.—A movement 
designed to 
“maintain 
a profitable 
price for cotton against the conspira­ 
cies of Wall street” was inaugurated 
Thursday evening at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the Southern 
Cotton association. 
The method proposed for accom­ 
plishing this purpose is the formation 
pf the "Southern 
Cotton 
compahy,” 
with an authorized capital of $100,- 
000,000 to build warehouses, buy up 
cotton at reasonable prices and other­ 
wise endeavor to regulate selling so 
that cotton shall be traded in on basis 
of its intrinsic value, rather than on 
speculation. 
Fifteen members of the executive 
committee of the Southern Cotton as­ 
sociation attended the meeting. 
They 
represent all the cotton states and in­ 
clude many prominent planters. 
A tentative plan for organization of 
the proposed buying and handling com­ 
pany wsa presented by a special com­ 
mittee consisting of Messrs. J, P. Alli­ 
son of North Carolina. E. D. Smith, 
South Carolina; S. A. Witherspoon, 
Mississippi; 
J. L. Maxwell, Louisi­ 
ana, and J. A. Hickey, Texas. 
This 
charter provides for the organization 
of a stock company with an author­ 
ized capital of $100,000,000 and an 
initial capital opferhaps $10,000,000. 
It is proposed that affairs of the 
company shall be administered by a 
board of thirty-five 
directors, who 
shall estimate fair cotton prices and 
endeavor to have them maintained. 
The management of the concern is 
to erect storage warehouses and con­ 
duct buying, holding and selling. 
The 
par value of the stock is to be 
$5 a 
share, opening membeship to small as 
well as large planters. 
Should the di­ 
rectors believe cotton to be worths 
more than Wall street prices it will 
pay such prices regardless of the so­ 
called market value and hold the prod­ 
uct for a rise. 
After discussing and amending in 
some respect the plans for organiza­ 
tion it was decided to defer final ac­ 
tion on the project until the next meet­ 
ing of the executive committee, to be 
held in January. 


Arnvsd Men Had Control of A ffairs at 
Rio Grande City. 
Rio Grande 
City, 
Tex., Nov. 9.— 
The election in Rio Grande City was 
dominated by armed men. 
The Dem­ 
ocratic voters were prevented by phys­ 
ical force and display of arms from 
entering the 
court 
house 
to vote. 
About 32.r> left without voting. The re­ 
sult Is a Republican majority of about 
IOO. 
Judge Welch’s assassination became 
known at 8 o’clock. There was a great 
demoralization. 
About fifty mounted 
and armed men then went through the 
crowd, demanding that the polls be 
instantly opened. Deputy sheriffs and 
special constables 
were 
too few to 
safely cope with the situation without 
Spcn warfare between tho parties. 
To save life Chairman Seabury, rep­ 
resenting the Democratic party, gath­ 
ered the best men among the Republic­ 
an leaders about him and made an 
agreem ent that no armed men should 
approach the courthouse; that one man 
of each party should be appointed by 
the presiding officer as special peace 
; officers at the polls, and that a Demo­ 
crat and a Republican vote alternately 
I until all had voted. 
This agreement 
was kept for two hours, after which 
the Republicans took possession of the 
courthouse, entered the door and held 
same in force, backed by armed men 
on horseback and afoot, some with 
pistols drawn, and terrorized and kept 
out most of the Democratic voters. 
Mr. Seabury and Jeseph Film, Re­ 
publican peace officer, several times 
broke up the gang and got a fair deal 
so long as they remained at the .outer 
doors. 
The election was conducted 
upstairs.

CATTLE FEEDING EXPERIMENTS. 


Some Interesting Information baned ‘by 
A. and M. Experiment Sutton. 


The Texas agricultural experi­ 
ment station has issued a bulletin 
known as No. &6, entitled “ Cattle 
Feeding Experim ent" which should 
prove of great interest to cattle 
feeders. 
The authors, John A. Craig and 
F. R. Marshall, 
summarize the 
work as follows: 
I. 
In our e x p e r im e n t t h e t ad - 
dition of molasses to a f a tte n in g 
ration has always produced amin 
creased gain. 
а. 
Addition of mal asses to a 
ration of cotton seed meal and 
hulls lowered the cost of gain. 
3. 
When molasses was added 
to a balanced ration it gave larger 
gains and improved the appearance 
of the cattle but did not lower the 
cost of gain. 
4. 
There was no 
undesirable 
result from feeding yearling steers 
one gallon of molasses each per 
day, and there is good reason to 
l>elieve that larger amounts might 
be used. 
5. 
In Experiment 2 the cheap­ 
est gains in each month were made 
by the lot receiving most nearly a 
balanced ration. 
* 
б. 
Molasses returned from 3 to 
30 cents per gallon. 
The lower 
value was obtained when molasses 
was added to a ration already bal­ 
anced, and when in the early part 
of the feeding period an unbalanc­ 
ed ration was fed the higher value 
was obtained. 
7. 
When cotton hulls were used 
as roughage, a ton of rough rice 
was equel to one-half a ton of cot­ 
ton seed meal.
